Flood  control  issues

E  Provo  City,  officials  are  developing  a  new  business 
i  sensing  code  that  will  be  more  than  just  a  revenue 
.  iterator. 

I E  Chief  Executive  Officer  Chet  Waggener  told  the  Pro- 
>  5  City  Council  on  Wednesday  that  the  new  license 
jiould  require  that  businesses  are  properly  zoned  and 
i.eet  safety  standards.  “We  think  it  would  be  poor  public 
;  Rations  to  issue  a  business  license  to  someone  and  then 
uve  the  fire  marshall  find  dangerous  conditions.” 

E  Richard  Dalebout,  city  attorney,  said  if  the  city  de- 
c  [sloped  a  regulatory  code,  business  licenses  would  be 
■  ppendent  on  permission  from  zoning  and  inspection  offi- 
lals. 

I  Waggener  said  he  believed  there  needed  to  be  “more 
rigorous  and  threatening”  enforcement  of  the  licensing 
:bde. 

1  Dalebout  suggested  the  city  apply  a  penalty  interest 
■ir  delinquent  payments  of  the  license  fee.  If  a  merchant 
i  Mis  to  pay  his  fee,  a  penalty  of  10  percent  interest  would 
:  I  assessed  to  his  payment,  increasing  10  percent  for 
ach  month  he  fails  to  pay. 

E  Dalebout  said  a  50  percent  limit  would  be  placed  on  the 
ienalty .  “If  yod  get  too  high,  there  will  be  a  tendency  not 
;>  be  able  to  collect.” 


In  their  Wednesday  study  meeting,,  the  council  discus¬ 
sed  the  possibility  of  licensing  banks,  savings  and  loans 
and  credit  unions.  Councilman  Keith  Roos  said  he  spoke 
to  a  local  accountant  who  felt  that  financial  institutions 
should  be  subject  to  the  code.  “It  is  inconceivable  to  him 
why  banks  don’t  have  to  pay,”  Roos  said. 

Councilman  Merrill  Martin  told  his  fellow  councilman 
Gary  Golightly,  who  is  also  a  Provo  merchant,  “You’re 
paying  your  dues,  so  why  shouldn’t  they?” 

Waggener  said  that  he  had  not  spoken  with  a banker  to 
know  whether  it  would  be  fair  taxation  to  require  banks 
to  pay  for  a  license. 

Dalebout  told  the  council,  “I  don’t  think  there  is  a  legal 
problem,  only  a  policy  change  on  your  part.” 

The  council  examined  the  beer  license  and  the  state 
statute  restricting  sales  of  beer  in  dance  halls.  Current¬ 
ly,  a  dance  hall  may  sell  alcohol  if  there  is  a  partition, 
such  as  a  planter,  separating  the  bar  from  the  dance 
floor. 

Dalebout  said  the  council  could  require  that  a  wall  be 
placed  between  the  bar  and  dance  area  but  advised 
against  it.  “The  only  difference  is  that  they  walk  through 
a  doorway  instead  of  around  a  planter,”  he  said. 

Waggener  agreed  and  said  it  would  create  numerous 
enforcement  problems.

Questions  about  the  legality  of  a  new  flood  control  policy 
delayed  its  adoption  by  Utah  County  Commissioners  on 
Wednesday. 

Some  Utah  County  residents  expressed  concern  that 
the  policy  would  not  conform  with  existing  state  codes, 
said  Utah  County  Commissioner  Jeril  Wilson. 

“In  essence,  this  proposal  removes  any  legal  liability 
from  the  county  in  the  case  of  a  natural  disaster,”  said  Tom 
Mathiesen,  a  BYU  music  professor  and  one  of  the  object¬ 
ing  residents. 

“I  feel  that  this  proposal — if  we  can  call  it  that — is  not  a 
policy.  It’s  a  disclaimer  in  the  guise  of  a  policy,”  he  said. 

“Homeowner  groups  have  not  received  any  help  from 
the  county  during  natural  disasters,”  Mathiesen  said.  “I’m 
using  the  legal  definition  of  natural  disaster  —  floods, 
slides,  avalanches  and  such.” 

Last  year  an  avalanche  caused  damage  in  the  Holiday 
Hills  area  of  Hobble  Creek,  where  Mathiesen  lives.  The 
county  has  not  helped  any  residents  in  that  area,  he  said. 

Wilson  said  the  county  is  not  obliged  to  take  care  of 
damages  to  private  property,  such  as  Holiday  Hills. 


The  county  is  responsible  for  only  public  lands  that 
would  be  affected  by  decisions  and  policies  ratified  by  the 
commission,  he  said. 

Mathiesen  said  county  commissioners  had  planned  to 
pass  the  proposal  without  any  public  comment. 

“I  wasn’t  notified  of  the  meeting  even  though  I’ve  been 
working  with  the  State  Emergency  Management  people 
for  months,”  he  said. 

“The  way  I  found  out  about  the  meeting  was  from  an 
article  in  the  paper.  I  called  the  commissioners,  and  they 
let  me  come  into  the  hearing  and  testify.” 

“We  were  unable  to  get  any  other  representatives  of 
homeowner  groups  to  testify,”  Mathiesen  said. 

The  new  flood  policy  was  presented  to  the  commission¬ 
ers  by  Utah  County  engineers. 

The  original  proposal  contained  14  points  outlining  poli¬ 
cies  and  procedures  to  be  followed  in  the  event  that  flood¬ 
ing  should  occur  in  Utah  County  this  spring. 

A  work  session  will  be  held  in  two  weeks  when  the 
proposal  will  be  discussed.  A  final  decision  concerning  the 
implementation  of  the  policy  will  probably  be  made  at  that 
time,  Wilson  said.

“■Sen.  Gary,  Hart  of 'Colorado,'  Sen.’ 
JohnGlennof  Ohio,  Jesse  Jackson  and 
former  Sen.  George  McGovern  in  con¬ 
tention, 

McGovern,  the  Democratic  pres¬ 
idential  candidate  in  1972,  also  may 
withdraw  after  the  Massachusetts 
primary,  March  13. 

Askew’s  withdrawal  could  have  a 
major  impact  on  the  Florida  primary 
where  the  latest  polls  showed  him 
running  a  weak  second  behind  Mon¬ 
dale  but  ahead  of  Glenn  and  Hart. 

Askew  freed  his  delegates,  telling 
them  to  choose  a  new  candidate, 
which  could  mean  a  boost  for  Glenn  or 
a  possible  opening  for  Hart  who  has 
not  filed  delegates  in  all  districts. 

Three  of  the  survivors  —  Hart, 


Glenn  and  Jackson  —  stumped 
through  the  South,  which  has  primar¬ 
ies  in  Alabama,  Georgia  and  Florida 
on  Super  Tuesday  —  March  13.  Mon¬ 
dale,  who  campaigned  in  Georgia  and 
Alabama  on  Wednesday,  remained  in 
Washington,  scheduling,  only  office 
appointments. 

Hollings,  the  tart-tongued  South¬ 
erner,  announced  his  decision  in 
Washington,  following  weak  show¬ 
ings  in  the  Iowa  caucuses  ,  and  New 
Hampshire. 

The  silver-haired  senator  was  the 


second  candidate  to  pull  out.  Sen. 
Alan  Cranston  of  California,  the  first 
to  get  in  the  race,  also  became  the 
first  to  get  out  when  he  withdrew 
Wednesday. 

“The  usual  statement  is,  something 
funny  happened  to  me  on  the  way  to 
the  White  House,”  Hollings  said. 
“Nothing  happened  to  me  on  the  way 
to  the  White  House.”

Ernest  “Fritz”  Hollings,  D-S.C.,  who 
gambled  it  all  on  New  Hampshire  and 
came  away  with  few  votes  and  even 
less  money  ,  dropped  out  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  presidential  race  Thursday.

Hollings,  who  virtually  camped  in

Trudeau  plans  resignation 


OTTAWA  (UPI)  —  Canada’s  flamboyant  prime  minis¬ 
ter,  Pierre  Elliott  Trudeau,  announced  Wednesday  he  was 
retiring  after  nearly  16  years  in  office. 

“The  experience  of  being  leader  of  our  great  party  has 
been  one  of  the  joys  of  my  life.  But  I  now  feel  this  is  the 
appropriate  time  for  someone  else  to  assume  this  chal¬ 
lenge,”  Trudeau  said  in  a  letter  to  Liberal  Party  President 
Iona  Campagnolo. 

Stepping  down  as  leader  of  Canada’s  Liberal  Party 
automatically  means  Trudeau  will  leave  the  post  of  prime 
minister.  It  is  not  clear  when  the  resignation  will  take 
effect. 

The  news  of  Trudeau’s  decision  broke  as  his  staff  was 
summoned  to  an  emergency  meeting.  Trudeau  then  left 
his  office  and  went  to  his  official  residence  to  inform  his 
three  sons. 

Asked  why  he  picked  Wednesday  to  resign,  Trudeau 
told  reporters:  “Why  today?  Well,  because  it’s  a  good  day. 
It’s  the  first  day  of  the  rest  of  my  life.” 

Trudeau  recently  met  in  Moscow  with  the  Soviet  Un¬ 


ion’s  new  leader,  Konstantin  Chernenko,  on  a  self-styled 
international  peace  mission  aimed  at  nuclear  disarma¬ 
ment. 

Speculation  had  been  rife  for  months  that  Trudeau,  64, 
who  has  been  Canada’s  prime  minister  for  all  but  nine 
months  of  the  last  16  years,  was  preparing  to  step  aside. 

No  clear  successor  has  emerged.  Trudeau  said  in  his 
letter  to  Campagnolo  that  he  would  remain  as  prime  minis¬ 
ter  until  a  leadership  convention  could  be  held. 

The  Liberal  Party  executive  will  meet  Friday  and 
Saturday  to  set  the  date  and  time,  Campagnolo  said, 
adding  it  could  be  in  late  June. 

Conservative  F’arty  Leader  Brian  Mulroney  was  in¬ 
formed  of  Trudeau’s  resignation  while  on  vacation  in  Flor¬ 
ida  and  his  press  aide,  Bill  Fox,  said  Mulroney  had  no 
immediate  comment. 

Trudeau  can  count  among  his  major  achievements  crea¬ 
tion  of  a  new  constitution  with  a  Charter  of  Rights,  official 
bilingualism  for  Canada,  creation  of  a  national  oil  corpora¬ 
tion  and  a  national  energy  policy.

Syrian  meeting  ends, 
peace  accord  unsolved 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (UPI) —  President  Amin 
Gemayel  ended  a  Damascus  summit  with  Syrian 
President  Hafez  Assad  on  Thursday  without 
announcing  an  expected  agreement  to  Syrian  de¬ 
mands  that  he  scrap  Lebanon’s  peace  accord  with 
Israel. 

In  Paris,  the  French  Foreign  Ministry  said  the 
presence  of  its  forces  in  Beirut  was  no  longer 
“appropriate”  following  the  collapse  of  a  French- 
sponsored  resolution  to  replace  them  with  U.N. 
troops. 

But  French  Defense  Minister  Charles  Hernu 
said  France  would  not  “for  the  moment”  withdraw 
its  1,300-man  contingent. 

The  plan  to  send  U.N.  troops  to  Beirut  was 
vetoed  by  the  Soviet  Union  on  Wednesday  in  the 
Security  Council  out  of  Moscow’s  desire  to  bring  a 
“just  and  lasting  peace”  to  Lebanon,  the  official 
Soviet  news  agency  Tass  said. 

Gemayel  described  his  four  hour  meeting  with 
Syrian’ President  Hafez  Assad  as  “quite  excellent” 
but  did  not  elaborate  before  leaving  the  Syrian 
capital,  state-run  Beirut  television  said. 

Official  Syrian  television  said  one  government 
source  described  the  talks  as  “positive  and 
fruitful.” 

The  TV  commentator  also  said  “President  Assad 
assured  Mr.  Gemayel  that  Syria  will  help  Lebanon 
retain  its  Arab  character  and  the  unity  of  its  terri¬ 
tory  and  people.” 

There  was  no  immediate  official  word  on  Leba¬ 
non’s  May  17  peace  agreement  with  Israel.

Meese  insists  no  bias 
will  interfere  with  job 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  Scientists  re¬ 
ported  Thursday  they  infected  healthy 
monkeys  with  an  AIDS-like  disease  using 
a  newly  discovered  virus  and  said  the  find¬ 
ings  provide  further  clues  to  the  cause  of 
the  deadly  affliction  in  people. 

The  researchers  from  the  University  of 
California  at  Davis  isolated  the  virus  in  a 
monkey  with  Simian  acquired  immune  de¬ 
ficiency  syndrome,  which  suppresses  the 
immune  system  and  leaves  the  animal 


open  to  cancers  and  infections.  Human 
AIDS  is  similar  in  many  respects. 

The  researchers,  reporting  in  the  jour¬ 
nal  Science,  injected  the  agent  into  three 
healthy  monkeys,  who  developed  signs  of 
Simian  AIDS  60  to  65  days  later  and  died. 
Another  monkey  injected  with  the  mate¬ 
rial  developed  symptoms  of  the  disease 
four  months  later. 

“What  we  have  here  is  a  major  step 
toward  understanding  the  cause  of  Simian 


AIDS,”  said  Preston  Marx, 
virologist  at  the  primate  center  and  p 
cipal  author  of  the  report.

Reagan  dares  Demos 
to  avoid  'trendy'  politics 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  White  House  counse¬ 
lor  Edwin  Meese,  declaring  he  is  not  a  “political 
firehorse,”  pledged  Thursday  before  the  Senate 
Judiciary  Committee  to  act  independently  if  con¬ 
firmed  as  attorney  general. 

Meese  seemed  well-prepared  and  confident  on 
the  first  day  of  hearings  on  his  nomination  by  his 
close  friend,  President  Reagan.  But  skeptical 
Democratic  senators  greeted  him  with  a  barrage  of 
questions  about  whether  he  can  forget  his  con¬ 
servative  political  ties  and  serve  as  “the  people’s 
lawyer.” 

The  52-year-old  former  prosecutor  insisted  he 
can  act  in  an  “impartial,  independent  manner”  as 
the  nation’s  top  law  enforcement  officer. 

“I  am  not  a  political  firehorse,”  he  said,  adding 
that  his  background  as  a  lawyer  and  aide  to  Reagan 
both  in  California  and  Washington  have  been  with 
“the  policy  and  government  side,”  rather  than  with 
politics  and  campaigns. 

Chairman  Strom  Thurmond,  R-S.C.,  wasted  no 
time  in  airing  a  host  of  questions  about  Meese  that 
have  been  raised  since  his  nomination  Jan.  23  to 
replace  Attorney  General  William  French  Smith, 
who  is  resigning  as  the  top  man  at  the  Justice 
Department.

“The  three-year  record  of  this  administration 
shows  how  dramatically  we  broke  with  the  legacy 
of  an  awful  immediate  past,”  Reagan  said.  “.Yes, 
this  administration  has  a  strong  record,  a  hopeful 
record.  It’s  open  to  scrutiny.  We  welcome  it.” 

Apparently  lumping  together  Mondale  and  Hart,

FDA  reviews  position 
on  danger  of  caffeine 


WASHINGTON  (UPI)  —  A  new  federal  study 
found  that  caffeine  did  not  cause  birth  defects  in 
rats  unless  the  pregnant  mothers  drank  the  equiva¬ 
lent  of  at  least  18  cups  of  coffee  a  day,  the  Food  and 
Drug  Administration  said  Thursday. 

Although  the  findings  seemed  to  cast  doubt  on 
the  seriousness  of  caffeine  as  a  potential  cause  of 
birth  defects,  the  FDA  said  it  stands  by  its  1980 
recommendation  that  pregnant  women  avoid  the 
stimulant  or  use  it  sparingly. 

Caffeine,  a  bitter  crystalline  alkaloid,  is  found  in 
coffee,  tea,  many  soft  drinks,  chocolate  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  over-the-counter  drugs,  particularly  diet 
pills. 

“It  would  be  wrong  to  say  we  are  now  reasses¬ 
sing  our  position,”  said  Bruce  Brown,  an  FDA 
spokesman.  “That  would  suggest  we  are  now  con¬ 
templating  some  major  shift.  That  is  wrong.  What 
we  are  doing  is  more  research.” 

Dr.  Sanford  Miller,  head  of  the  FDA’s  Bureau  of 
Foods,  was  quoted  in  The  Washington  Post  on 
Thursday  as  saying,  “There  are  still  some  ques¬ 
tions.  At  this  moment,  we’re  not  going  to  make  any 
change  in  our  position.”

Cougars  win  in  major  upset

Devin  Durrant,  Jim  Usevitch,  the 
rest  of  the  Cougar  squad  and  22,793 
screaming  fans  ganged  up  to  bury  the 
No.  8-ranked  Texas-El  Paso  Miners 
83-65,  in  a  battle  between  the  top  two 
teams  in  the  Western  Athletic  Con¬ 
ference. 

BYU  dominated  the  Miners,  in  ev¬ 
ery  critical  aspect  of  the  game  —  out- 
rebounding  them  36-21,  outshooting 
them  59.2  percent  to  46.6  percent  and 
outscoring  them  at  the  free-throw 
line  25-11. 

“This  was  probably  our  best  ball- 
game  of  the  year,  particularly  when 
you  consider  our  competition,”  said 
BYU  Coach  Ladell  Andersen. 

Durrant  and  Usevitch  combined  for 
a  60-point  output  —  just  shy  of 
UTEP’s  65. 

“It  was  really  a  good  win  —  the 
biggest  of  my  career,”  said  an  over¬ 
joyed  Usevitch. 

The  sophomore  center  scored  25 
points,  had  11  rebounds  and  shot 
seven  of  eight  from  the  free-throw 
line.  Usevitch,  who  was  nine  of  11 
from  the  field,  didn’t  miss  his  first 
shot  until  the  8:44  mark  in  the  second 
half.  By  then  he  already  had  23 
points. 

“He  really  took  us  apart  under¬ 
neath,”  said  UTEP  Coach  Don  Has¬ 
kins  of  Usevitch. 

Durrant  was  full  of  praise  for  his 
teammate.  “Jimmy  played  great.  He 
really  hurt  them.” 

Durrant  once  again  led  all  scorers 
with  35  points,  despite  UTEP’s 
attempt  to  keep  the  ball  from  him 
with  a  diamond-and-one  defense. 

Durrant  first  managed  to  touch  the 
ball  after  two  minutes  of  play,  tipping 
a  rebound  away  from  two  UTEP  play¬ 
ers.  The  play  resulted  in  a  Usevitch 
layup. 

He  didn’t  touch  the  ball  again  until 
after  UTEP  changed  to  a  zone  de¬ 
fense.  This  time  he  was  fouled  by 
UTEP’s  All-WAC  forward  Fred 
Reynolds  with  15:41  remaining  in  the 
half.  Durrant  made  one  of  the  two 
free  throws  and  then  he  was  on  his 
way. 

The  crowd  was  fired  up  from  start 


to  finish.  As  UTEP’s  starting  lineup 
was  introduced  a  giant  “Shaft  the 
Miners”  banner  was  unrolled  in  the 
student  section.  The  fans  kept  the  de¬ 
cibel  level  high  throughout  the  con¬ 
test. 

“I  think  we  have  to  give  credit  to 
the  crowd,”  said  junior  guard  Scott 
Sinek.  “They  really  helped.” 

The  Cougars  broke  open  a  close 
first  half  to  take  a  surprising  45-35 
half-time  lead.  Following  the  inter¬ 
mission,  the  Miners  ran  off  five  un¬ 
answered  points  in  1:31  to  cut  the  lead 
in  half. 

But  that  was  as  close  as  UTEP 
would  come  the  entire  second  half. 
After  holding  the  Miners  at  bay  for 
five  minutes,  BYU  opened  the  lead 
back  up  and  eventually  led  by  as  many 
as  20. 

Although  Durrant  and  Usevitch 
sparkled,  the  Cougars  received  con¬ 
sistent  play  from  all  members  of  the 
team.  Sinek  scored  13  points,  hitting 
nine  of  those  on  ten  trips  to  the  free 
throw  line. 

Brett  Applegate  pulled  in  eight  re¬ 
bounds  while  scoring  six  points. 
Guard  Marty  Perry,  who  didn’t  take  a 
shot  the  entire  game,  cooly  ran  the 
offense  and  dished  off  five  assists  in  23 
minutes  of  playing  time. 

Nikchevich  had  four  points  on  2- 
for-4  shooting  from  the  field.

Baltimore  Colts  may  move 
to  Indiana's  Hoosier  Dome 


BALTIMORE  (UPI)  —  Only  owner  Robert 
Irsay’s  signature  stands  between  the  Baltimore 
Colts’  move  to  Indianapolis,  the  Baltimore' Sun  re¬ 
ported  today. 

The  newspaper,  quoting  sources,  reported  that 
Indianapolis  officials  delivered  a  $15  million  loan 
package  Irsay  demanded  and  worked  out  a  “mod¬ 
est”  lease  for  the  team  to  play  in  the  spanking  new, 
61,.000-seat  Hoosier  Dome. 

“In  my  , best  judgment,  the  deal  is  done,”  said  a 
source  close  to  the  negotiations.  .  • 

The  source  said  the  two  sides  are  currently  writ¬ 
ing  documents  that  would  seal  the  deal. 

Now  Irsay  must  decide  whether  to  stay  in  Balti¬ 
more  —  avoiding  lawsuits  by  having  to  live  with 
empty  seats  and  what  he  contends  is  a  hostile  press 
—  or  pack  the  franchise  off  to  the  Midwest. 

And  Irsay’s  track  record  is  unpredictable  at  best. 

Irsay  had  reached  a  “handshake”  agreement 
with  a  Phoenix  businessman  in  late  January,  but 
canceled  everything  — even  denying  he  set  up  a 
meeting  with  Arizona  Gov.  Bruce  Babbitt  —  when 
details  of  the  deal  became  public. 

Irsay  and  attorney  Michael  Chernoff,  the  team’s 
vice  president,  have  also  shopped  the  team  in  New 
York  and  Memphis  in  the  last  few  years. 

“The  only  guy  who  really  knows  is  Bob  Irsay,  and 
he  hasn’t  signed  anything,”  the  source  said.  “I  think 
he  wants  to  show  up  at  the  National  Football 
League  owners’  meeting  (today)  and  say,  ‘Boys, 
I’ve  moved.’  ” 

Irsay  wants  to  avoid  protracted  and  expensive 
lawsuits  that  could  snag  the  move.  He  apparently 
wants  to  seal  the  agreement  and  get  out  of  town 
before  lawsuits  can  be  filed,  the  source  said.

“There’s  a  lot  of  conversation  about  how  to  duck 
all  the  lawsuits,”  the  source  said.  “There’s  a  differ¬ 
ence  between  having  a  judge  let  you  stay  and  a 
judge  telling  you  to  move  back.  They  say  posses¬ 
sion  is  nine-tenths  of  the  law.” 

But  sneaking  a  professional  football  franchise 
halfway  across  the  country,  the  source  said,  can’t 
be  done  quietly. 

“The  attorney  general  of  Maryland  is  no  dummy, 
and  he’s  already  announced  what  he’s  going  to  do,” 
the  source  said.  “I' don't  think  they  can  leave  before 
the  lawsuits.” 

Indianapolis  Mayor  William  Hudnut  spent 
Wednesday  trying  to  close  the  deal — getting  out  of 
his  sick  bed  to  help  tie  up  the  loose  ends.  Hudnut 
would  not  comment  on  the  negotiations. 

If  the  deal  is  completed  and  Irsay  decides  to 
move  the  team,  he  would  not  need  the  approval  of 
NFL  owners. 

A  recent  court  decision,  involving  the  Oakland 
Raiders’  move  to  Los  Angeles,  leaves  the  NFL 
powerless  to  prevent  franchise  moves.

BYU’s  83-65  thrashing  of  the  Min¬ 
ers  will  probably  knock  them  from 
their  Top  10  perch  —  and  gave  them 
something  to  think  about  going  into 
the  tournament.  { 

“I  don’t  know  what  they  really 
thought  of  us  before,  but  this  win  will 
make  them  respect  us,”  said  BYU’s 
Scott  Sinek, 

The  Cougars  still  have  a  shot  at 
tying  for  the  regular-reason  cham¬ 
pionship,  but  they’ll  need  some  help 
from  instate-rival  Utah.  A  Ute  upset 
of  Texas-El  Paso  on  Saturday,  com¬ 
bined  with  a  BYU  win  oyer  New  Mex¬ 
ico,  would  give  BYU  and  UTEP  iden¬ 
tical  12-4  league  records. 

But  the  Cougars’  pounding  of  the 
Miners  demonstrated  that  BYU  will 
be  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with  in  post¬ 
season  play.

Cougar  track  squad 
gears  up  for  NCAAs

With  only  one  week  remaining  be¬ 
fore  the  NCAA  Indoor  Track  and 
Field  Championships,  the  BYU  men’s 
team  will  have  one  last  chance  to  add 
to  its  seven  qualifiers  at  Saturday’s 
BYU  Invitational. 

The  meet,  which  begins  at  11  a.m.  . 
in  the  Smith  Fieldhouse,  will  be  pri¬ 
marily  for  high  school  teams  rather 
than  for  collegiate  competition.  But 
according  to  men’s  track  Coach  Clar¬ 
ence  Robison,  a  few  Cougars  might 
participate  in  an  attempt  to  qualify 
for  the  NCAA  Championships,  March 
9-10  in  Syracuse,  N.Y. 

John  Bestor  became  the  Cougars’ 
newest  addition  to  the  NCAA  list 
when  he  cleared  17-114  in  the  pole 
vault  during  last  week’s  WAC  Indoor 
Championships  at  the  Air  Force 
Academy,  where  BYU  took  second 
place  finishing  behind  UTEP.  Bes- 
tor’s  vault  set  a  new  meet  record  and 
was  seven  and  one-half  inches  higher 
than  his  previous  best. 

Bestor  joins  teammates  Mikko 
Valimaki  and  Stefan  Fernholm,  who 
will  compete  in  the  35-pound  weight, 
Fernholm  and  Soren  Tallhem  in  the 
shot  put,  Ed  Eyestone  in  the  two  mile 
aficl  Andy  DiConti  in  the  mile. 

Tallhem,  a  freshman  from  Skathol- 
men,  Sweden,  has  made  what  Robi¬ 
son  calls  “unbelievable  progress”  in 
the  shot  put  this  year.  Recruited  to 


throw  the  javelin,  an  outdoor  event, 
Tallhem  has  excelled  in  the  shot  put 
during  the  indoor  season. 

Tallhem  set  a  new  school  record 
with  a  put  of  67-7,  good  enough  for  a 
first-place  finish  in  the  WAC  Cham¬ 
pionships.  The  new  mark  is  a  13-foot 
improvement  since  Tallhem  began 
shot  putting  this  year  and  is  one  of  the 
better  puts  in  the  nation. 

Robison  said  Tallhem  will  throw 
javelin,  discus  and  shot  put  during  the 
outdoor  season. 

“If  he  throws  as  far  outdoors  as  in¬ 
doors  (in  the  shot  put),  that  will  be 
good  enough  to  qualify  him  for  the 
Swedish  Olympic  team,”  Robison 
said. 

Eyestone  has  also  been  a  standout 
for  the  Cougars  this  year.  An  NCAA 
All- America  cross-country  runner  in 
1983,  Eyestone  scored  18  points  for 
BYU  in  the  WAC  Championship 
meet  by  winning  the  two  mile,  placing 
third  in  the  one-mile  run  and  running 
the  mile  leg  in  the  distance  medley 
relay. 

Eyestone  was  rebounding  from  a 
fourth-place  qualifying  finish  in  the 
U.S.  TAC  Cross  Country  Cham¬ 
pionships. 

This  marks  the  third  time  he  will 
compete  on  the  world  level  for  the 
U.S.  He  won  a  bronze  medal  compet¬ 
ing  on  the  U.S.  junior  team  in  1980 
and  in  1983  won  a  silver  medal  as  a 
member  of  the  men’s  team.

Eighteen  BYU  students  and  members  of  faculty 
will  be  off  to  the  Lone  Star  state  Tuesday,  not  to  see 
the  sun,  but  to  learn. 

From  Tuesday  through  March  11,  the  18th 
Annual  Conference  at  the  Hyatt  Hotel  in  Houston 
for  Teaching  English  to  Speakers  of  Other  Lan¬ 
guages  will  be  conducted.  At  the  conference, 
teachers  and  students  from  around  the  country  will 
discuss  and  update  new  methods  of  teaching. 

Cheryl  Brown,  an  assistant  professor  in  the 
Linguistics  Department  and  a  participant  in  past 
conferences,  said  that  attending  conferences  is  an 
important  part  of  the  Teaching  English  as  a  Second 
Language  program. 

“It  is  always  a  great  help  for  teachers  and  stu¬ 


dents  to  go  to  the  conference  as  it  brings  us  up  to 
date  with  current  developments  in  the  TESL  prog¬ 
ram,  and  we  can  be  right  on  the  cutting  edge  of  new 
advancements  in  our  field. 

“It  is  not  always  enough  to  read  books  or  maga¬ 
zines,  as  they  are  usually  at  least  a  year  or  two  out 
of  date  by  the  time  they  are  printed.  The  annual 
conferences  enable  us  to  keep  qn  top  of  things  and 
keep  track  of  where  the  program  is  going.” 

Brown  said  this  year’s  conference  is  especially 
exciting  since  faculty  and  students  from  BYU  are 
going  to  make  1&  different  presentations.  They 
have  made  presentations  in  the  past,  but  never  so 
many  at  one  conference. 

“We  are  really  thrilled  to  be  making  these  pre¬ 
sentations  because  it  gives  us  an  opportunity  to  test 
and  refine  our  ideas  in  the  field  and  be  critiqued  by 


knowledgeable  people  who  will  be  objective. 

“It  is  especially  good  for  our  students  because 
they  get  exposure  to  teachers  away  from  BYU  and 
it  will  also  give  them  a  certain  amount  of  credibility 
when  they  go  out  into  the  professional  world,”  she 
said.

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Sign  language  is  the  key 

Deaf  can  communicate

deaf,  sign  language.  There  are  many  diffe¬ 
rent  types  of  sign  language,  he  said,  but 
they  all  developed  from  the  original  form, 
American  Sign  Language.  Sanderson  called 
sign  language  "a  100  percent  visible  lan-

Deaf  people  use  all  of  the  modes  of 
communication  that  hearing  people 
use  and  add  one  other  sign  lan¬ 
guage  —the  director  of  the  Utah 
Community  Center  for  the  Deaf  told 
1  students. 

Deafness  is  a  fascinating  disability, 
said  Dr.  Robert  G.  Sanderson  on 
Wednesday  night  in  377  CB,  in  an 
ASBYU  sponsored  speech. 

“There  are  those,”  he  pointed  out, 
“who  being  very  naive  and  unable  to 
use  ASL  (American  Sign  Language) 
or  its  variants  criticize  it  as  being  sev¬ 
erely  limited  because  of  its  limited 
vocabulary.” 

The  term  sign  language  is  a  generic 
term  for  all  forms  of  sign  communica¬ 
tion,  he  said. 

“ASL  is  a  separate  and  distinct  lan¬ 
guage,”  he  said,  “having  its  own  syn¬ 
tax,  lexicon,  grammar,  structure  and 
form.” 

ASL  is  unique  among  all  of  the 
world’s  languages  because  it  does  not 
have  a  vocal  (sound)  system,  nor  a 
written  system  comparable  to  En¬ 
glish. 

Sign  language,  he  said,  is  a  100  per¬ 
cent  visible  language.  Attempts  have 
been  made  to  reduce  signs  to  writing. 

“It  (written  sign  language)  does 
not,  however,  have  the  nuances  of  the 
living  sign  language,  and  thus  loses  a 
great  deal  of  impact,  such  as  the 
mime,  body  language,  facial  express¬ 
ion  and  so  on  that  are  integral  parts  of 
communication.” 

He  pointed  out  that  there  are  more 
than  a  half  million  words  in  the  En- 


but  in  everyday  conversation,  people 


use  approximately  700  words. 

“Before  critics  tee  off  on  signs,  they 
should  look  to  their  own  limitations,” 
he  said. 

As  a  distinct  language,  ASL  is  diffi¬ 
cult  to  translate  from  its  visual  state 
to  a  spoken  language,  and  many  edu¬ 
cators  have  been  frustrated  by  this. 

Signed  English  has  been  the  result 
of  educators’  attempts  to  manipulate 
ASL  to  an  English  form. 

“Where  there  are  no  specific  signs 
or  approximations,  finger-spelled 
words  are  inserted  to  develop  proper 
English  sentence  structure,”  he  said. 

“Affixes  and  suffixes,  together 
with  connective  words,  are  added  by 
finger-spelling  or  new  signs  de¬ 
veloped  for  the  purpose.” 

A  mixture  of  ASL,  Signed  English 
and  Pidgin  Signed  English  is  prob¬ 
ably  the  most  common  form  of  signed 
communication  among  deaf  people 
who  have  some  educational  back¬ 
ground,  he  said. 

“A  pure  form  of  ASL  is  not  that 
common  among  educated  deaf  people; 
more  likely  you  would  encounter  ASL 
among  deaf  people  who  used  it  as 
their  first  language.” 

Almost  invariably,  he  said,  it  is 
used  in  its  purest  form  only  between 
deaf  people,  and  very  seldom  with 
hearing  people  who  are  familiar  with 
signs. 

“Many  deaf  people  are  truly  biling¬ 
ual  and  automatically  adjust  their  ex¬ 
pressive  communication  to  the  level 
of  the  other  part,  be  they  hearing  or 
deaf.” 

There  is  a  lot  to  be  learned  about 
deafness  and  deaf  people  if  one  would 
become  a  professional  in  the  finest 
sense  of  the  word,  Sanderson  said.

More  trade  vital, 
says  sales  expert

The  United  States  must  increase  its  internation¬ 
al  trade  and  get  over  its  protectionist  policies  if  it  is 
to  recover  from  the  $70  billion  trade  deficit  of  last 
year,  said  Kenn  S.  George. 

George,  director  general  oftheU.S.  and  Foreign 
Commercial  Services  under  the  International 
Trade  Administration  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce,  spoke  Wednesday  to  BYU  students. 

“International  trade  is  one  of  the  most  debated 
and  discussed  issues  raging  in  government  circles, 
especially  during  this  election  year,”  George  said. 
“The  American  people  have  a  lot  at  stake  with  the 
international  market. 

“The  international  market  was  responsible  for 
creating  four  out  of  five  new  jobs  last  year  and  10 
percent  of  the  employment  in  Utah  is  related  to 
export  trade,”  said  George. 

George  said  that  many  Americans  blame  the 
national  deficit  on  the  imports  of  foreign  goods. 
“The  deficit  is  caused  by  increased  exports  and  not 
imports.”  The  countries  that  the  United  States 
trade  with  need  to  export  as  well  or  they  cannot  pay 
back  their  debts. 

“The  South  American  countries  have  a  $612  bil¬ 
lion  debt  to  the  United  States,  which  gives  them  a 
.  $70  billion  annual  interest  rate  alone,”  said  George. 

I  “This  is  an  incredible  drain  on  their  earnings,  and 
j  they  cannot  begin  to  pay  back  the  original  debt.” 

|  The  United  States  is  the  largest  supplier,  inves- 
!  tor  and  banker  in  South  America.  At  the  present 
I  time,  bankers  and  businessmen  are  becoming  very 
reticent  about  giving  loans  and  trading  because 
they  are  scared  about  being  paid  back,  George  said. 

“The  lack  of  trade  credit  is  destroying  the  private 
sector  and  the  eventual  economies  of  the  countries. 

.  The  United  States  needs  to  lend  financial  support, 

;  which  it  is  in  a  position  to  do,  as  there  is  hope  on  the 
I  horizon  for  a  financial  recovery  of  the  United  States 
economy,”  said  George. 

George  is  the  coordinator  for  an  assistance  ser¬ 
vice  offered  by  the  U.S.  and  Foreign  Commercial 
'  Service.  It  is  a  network  of  120  overseas  posts  in  68 
countries  that  provide  American  businesses  with 
information  on  how  to  sell  their  goods  and  services 
.  overseas.  “Our  commercial  officers  overseas  assist 
.U.S.  firms  to  identify  sales  opportunities ,  bring  the 
buyer  and  seller  together  and  help  to  solidify  and 
close  the  contract.  The  deal  may  be  as  large  as  $250 
million  or  $140,000.”
